TAFTS  TWO  TROUNCE  TWENTY -TWO 
TEAMS  TAKE  TITANIC  TITLE 

Brothers  Ron  and  Neil  Rogers  wrote 
their  names  into  Handball  history  when 
they  won  their  third  consecutive  victory  in 
the  N.S.W.  State  Doubles  Handball  Cham¬ 
pionship. 

The  final  was  a  tense,  hard  fought  con¬ 
test  that  saw  challengers  Noel  Vella  and 
Reg  Chappell  lose  in  a  photo  finish  after 
proffering  unexpectedly  vigorous  opposi¬ 
tion.  In  the  previous  years’  final  the  same 
pair  had  offered  only  token  resistance  to 
Ron  and  Neil  and  a  similar  result  was  ex¬ 
pected  by  the  big  gathering  of  handball  en¬ 
thusiasts  present. 

A  star  studded  field  faced  the  starter  on 
the  first  days  play  with  entrants  from  four 
Gubs,  including  en — Rugby  League 
Australian  representatives  Bob  McCarthy 
and  Tony  Brown,  conditioning  experts  Les 
Motto  and  George  Inman  and  a  champion 
from  the  big  courts,  Paul  Sweeny. 

Two  mined-up  combinations.  Bill  Sellen 
(TatlersalTs)  and  Bill  Bennett  (Bondi 
Icebergs)  and  Alex  Hillston  (Tattersall's) 
and  John  Devine  (Bondi  Icebergs)  were  op¬ 
posed  in  the  first  round.  Alex  Hillston 
starred  in  gaining  a  win  with  his  big  hitting 
forcing  many  errors. 

Bill  Blakemore  and  Paul  Vrachnas,  a 
promising  Tattersall’s  team  earned  their 
victory  against  an  Iceberg  combination, 
Peter  Quinlan — Peter  McLean,  by  quickly 
adapting  to  the  strange  court  surface  and 
were  given  a  round  of  applause  for  their 
upset  win.  The  victory  proved  no  luxury, 
however,  as  their  second  round  opponents 
were  champs  Ron  and  Neil  Rogers.  Losers 
are  rarely  applauded. 

Tattersall’s  pair  Michael  O’Dea  and 
Tony  Baine  had  a  comfortable  first  round 
win  against  two  Icebergs  on  the  make, 
Arthur  Chard  and  Victor  Luck  hurst. 
Michael  and  Tony  then  accounted  for 
another  Iceberg  combo  in  seasoned,  ceded 
players  Tony  Brown  and  Geoff  Williams. 
They  then  had  to  face  second  favourites 
Ray  Hopkins,  well  known  Tattersall’s  com¬ 
petitor  and  Gary  Stubbs  (Clovclly).  Gary 
has  three  victories  in  the  state  doubles  to 
his  credit,  he  was  runner-up  one  year  and 
he  has  been  placed  third  on  three  oc¬ 
casions. 

The  successful  team  in  this  match  were 
drawn  to  meet  the  Iceberg  team  most 
favoured  for  victory  in  a  semi-final,  Noel 
Vella — Reg  Chappell. 

Tony  Baine,  1979  Tattersall’s  B.  Grade 
Champion,  lifted  his  game  in  this  match  to 
such  an  extent  that  while  he  was  obviously 
the  target  for  an  attempted  breakthrough  by 
Ray  and  Gary  he  was  able  to  sustain  not 
only  a  almost  impregnable  defense  but 
matched  his  experienced  opponents  and  his 
crafty  partner  in  attack.  It  was  a  magnifi¬ 
cent  display  of  handball  with  the  expected 
weak  link  providing  a  pure  steel 
performance.  The  Hopkins-Stubbs  duo 
could  not  shake  the  tenacious  Tatt’s  team 
and  it  was  obvious  that  they  had  expected 
an  easy  canter  into  the  semi-finals. 
Michael  and  Tony  could  not  be  faulted  and 
the  score  steadily  climbed  to  the  late  twen¬ 
ties  with  neither  side  in  the  ascendancy. 
The  game  was  finally  clinched  by  Hopkins- 


Stubbs  at  34-32.  The  match  provided  the 
crowd  with  their  moneys  worth  in  post¬ 
mortem  discussions  where  only  a  replay 
could  be  the  final  arbiter. 

The  semi-final  draw  was  Ron  and  Neil 
Rogers  (Tattersall’s)  versus  Frank 
Caldwell — Don  Hudson  (Bondi  Icebergs) 
and  Ray  Hopkins  (Tattsh- Gary  Stubbs 
(Govelly)  versus  Reg  Chappell — Noel 
Vella  (Bondi  Icebergs). 

Although  Reg  Chappell  was  bubbling 
over  with  confidence  and  his  partner  Noel 
Vella  was  quietly  confident  they  were  the 
underdogs  but  as  so  often  happens  the 
favourite  can  take  a  hiding.  This  game  was 
not  the  exception. 

Ray  and  Gary  lost  an  interesting  en¬ 
counter  28-31.  Reg  and  Noel  were  down 
10-15  on  their  service  and  went  further 
astern  to  be  down  12-18.  This  was  the 
widest  margin  in  the  game  but  Noel  on 
service  was  able  to  get  within  striking  dis¬ 
tance  at  16-19.  Gary’s  service  was  plainly 
not  the  lethal  force  we  normally  expect  and 
he  dropped  one  point.  Reg  was  able  to  gain 
another  point  on  his  fine  serves  while  Ray 
served  to  drop  behind  by  two  points  allow¬ 
ing  the  Iceberg  team  the  breakthrough  and 
victory  by  three  points  31-28. 

The  Neil  Rogers — Ron  Rogers  versus 
Frank  Caldwell — Don  Hudson  provided  a 
display  of  a  pattern  of  attack  of  which  the 
Russians  could  be  proud.  Neil  opened  the 
serving  and  concluded  his  span  with  a  small 
deficit  2-3.  Frank  immediately  served 
notice  that  this  game  was  to  be  played  at  a 
fast  pace  and  ably  supported  by  Don  began 
to  test  the  Rogers'  defence. 

The  scores  were  level  at  9  all  and  the 
Champs  led  by  the  odd  point  at  12-11. 
From  there  on  in  the  game  proved  a 
cakewalk  for  Ron  and  Neil  who  invariably 
increased  their  point  advantage  to  enter  the 
final  ahead  31-18  at  the  final  bell. 

Both  the  victors  were  accurately  sighting 
the  ball  in  the  final  stage  of  this  encounter 
and  it  must  have  provided  them  with  match 
fitness  and  given  them  a  great  ego  boost  for 
the  final. 

Reg  Chappell  won  the  right  to  serve  but 
lost  a  point  to  be  down  2-3  and  Ron  Rogers 
followed  to  also  lose  a  point  for  the  score 
to  be  level  at  5  all.  All  players  were  feeling 


their  way  and  probing  for  a  weakness  but 
with  Noel  serving  the  game  increased  in 
tempo  and  a  sharpening  of  attack  was 
noticeable.  Neil  completed  his  service  with 
a  two  point  advantage,  the  biggest  point 
margin  to  this  iuncture. 

At  this  stage  favourite  punters  were  on 
good  terms  with  themselves  for  with  the 
Rogers  machine  in  top  gear,  their  uncanny 
retrieving  ability  coupled  with  forceful  play 
commenced  to  force  errors  and  their  lead 
progressively  increased  from  15-10  to  19-11 
and  on  to  21-14. 

On  Neil’s  serve,  however,  the 
challengers  were  able  to  take  4  points  to 
the  champ’s  one  point  and  following  Reg’s 
five  serves  they  were  back  in  the  game 
down  only  three  points  21-24.  The  un¬ 
derdogs  made  up  further  leeway  to  be 
within  2  points  of  the  Rogers  but  with  some 
rocklike  defense  against  a  tigerish  attack 
the  champs  were  assured  of  success  at 
30-26. 

The  machine  faltered  once  again  to  allow 
the  loss  of  4  points  and  at  deuce  it  was 
anyones  game  with  a  bewildered  gallery 
barely  able  to  murmer  encouragement. 

Reg  served  at  30  all  and  lost  and  Ron 
served  at  31-30  to  win  the  match  and  title  in 
yet  another  magnificent  victory.
